$667,546 bituminous surfacing work 
of the Dixon to Rockford segment. 
Another Rockford firm and one of 
Madison, Wis., were named for the 
4-foot widening of the same stietch 
of highway. 


Steward Project 


Bids on these improvements and 


also on bituminous surfacing of two 
miles of gravel road east from 
Steward totaled $1,258,872. 


Memler said that if the bids are 


approved by the state highway de- 
partment, work on the highway is

Tax Experts 
Surprised at 
Budget Dope 


Corporation Slump 
Viewed as Result 
Of Business Dip 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Congressoinal money experts 
expressed surprise today at 
President Truman's estimate 
that direct taxes on corpora- 
tions this fiscal year will 
yield three billion dollars less 
than he had figured in his 
budget seven months ago. 


However, among the few law- 


makers available for comment on 
the revised budget estimates re- 
leased Tuesday night, none chal- 
lenged the possibility th.-.t the drop- 
back point has been reached. •• 


RuMneftft Lag* 


Rep. Daniel A. Reed of' New 


York, ranking Republican on the 
tax-writing House Ways and Means 
Committee, said it had been evi- 
dent to him for some time that re- 
tail business has been lagging. He 
observed that such a condition 
could hardly exist without a back- 
lash on -manufacturers. 


The Budget Bureau's estimate 


of government income has run 
rather consistently lower than ac- 
tual receipts in most recent years. 


Deficit Down 


In his new look at the budget, 


Truman figured that not only re- 
ceipts but spending and the year- 
end deficit are coming down. For 
the fiscal year which end* next 
June .10, h« lowered his estimate 
of recipts /torn 71 billion dollars 
to $68,700,000.000; of expenditures, 
from $85,400,000,000 to 79 billion 
dollars: and of the deficit, from 
114,400,000,000 to $10,300,000,000. 


One exception to the downtrend 


was individual income taxes, which 
will bring in about 33 «£ billion dol- 
lars, or half a billion more'than 
the January estimate.

will bring in 


$24.800,000.000 instead of $27,800,- 
000,000.

Farm Prices May Become Issue in Fall 
Campaign as Grain, Hog Prices Slump 


BY OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHlNGTON-(AP)-AVill farm 


prices become a major Issue on 
how farmers vote for President 
this year? 


Four years ago at this time, 


they were a red hot political topic. 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
had already taken out after the 
Republican • controlled 80th Con- 
gress, blaming it for a'sharp down- 
turn in grain prices. 


The Brannan campaign has been 


credited with a major role in ob- 
taining the Midwestern farm sup- 
port that helped President Truman 
win his upset victory over Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 


History Repeating? 


Insofar as prices are concerned, 


the history of 1948 is being repeat- 
ed to a considerable extent this 
year. Farm prices as a whole - as 
well as prices of many individual 
farm products - are lower now than 
they were at this time in 1948 and 
a year ago. 


Yet little political attention has 


been focused on this situation- 
cither by Democrats or Republi- 
cans. Some 
political 
observers 


have predicted that farmers will be 
more interested this fall in such 
issues as war and peace, taxes, 
government controls, and charges 
of corruption and communism in 
government, "than in farm prices. 


Agriculture Department reports 


show that farm prices as a whole 
are 2 per cent lower than at this 
time in 1948. They show also that 
the prices farmers pay out for 
what they need are about 12 per 
cent higher than in 1948. 


1948 Charge 


Much of the 1948 campaign was 


centered on Democratic charges 
that a Republican Congress had re- 
stricted government grain storage 
operations to such an extent that 
farmers were unable to take ad- 
vantage .of federal price support 
programs. 


Yet this year department re- 


ports show market 
prices 
for 


wheat are further below the fed- 
eral price support level than they 
were in 1948. In the summer of 
1948, farmers received an average 
of $1.98 a bushel for wheat or only 
2 cents below the support level.

Soybeans, at $3 a bushel now, are 
down about 60 cents from four 
years ago. Wool, at 53 cents a 
jound, is 4 cents above four years 
ago. Eggs scAd for an average of 
46 cents a dozen four years ago 
compared with 43 cents now. 


The department has forecast that 


farmers' net income — amount left 
after paying production costs — 
would be down from last year's 
$14,900,000,000. The net farm in- 
come in 1948 was $15,738,000,000.

Profits Dip 11 Per Cent;* 
Taxes Also Reflect Slump

NEW YORK —(AP)— President 


Truman has been taking a peak at 
the mid-year earnings statements 
of corporations. 


He decides that since they are 


making lower profits this year— 
about 11 per cent off. an Associ- 
ated Press survey indicated—the 
U.S. 
Treasury won't be able to 


collect as much in taxes as he had 
tHought at the start of the year. 


The president now figures that 


his January guess on coiporate in- 
come taxes was about three billion 
dollars too high. 


Individuals Do Hotter 


Individuals, on the other hand, 


have been doing better than the 
president first anticipated. With 
wages and salaries on the upgrade 
this year, the president now thinks 
that individuals will be able to 
cough up a half billion more dol- 
lars than seemed likely last Janu- 
ary.The diop in the Tieasuiy's cor- 
porate income tax collections this 
year has been spread throughout 
the industry. 


The tax liability of manufactur- 


ing companies jn the first half of 
the year has been estimated to be 
running 13 per cent behind a year 
ago. 


Some Do Better 


Some industiies, of course, and 


many companies go counter to this 
general trend. 


Some Industries that were hit 


bad in the first half of the year 
expect to look better when second 
half earnings aie totted up. 


For example: Textile companies 


and apparel makers, as a group, 
show net profits off by about 60 
per cent so far this year. But this 
summer their tide has turned. Gar- 
ment makers are busy, with orders 
piling up. 


Iron and steel companies, too. 


expect to look better toward the 


end of the year, although their 
thud quarter statements will still 
show the effects of the steel strike. 
In the first half of the year this 
industry trailed a year ago's pr^ 
its by around 45 per cent. Nw 
profits of merchants, as a gioup, 
were running about 27 per cent be-

The French franc has taken another dip, and with-it 


dip the hopes that the Pinay government is long for this 
world. He's not out yet, but the fiscal handwriting is on 
the wall. 


The latest dido of the mercurial franc accompanied 


warnings by the French defense minister that France was in 
for more economic trouble if she didn't get more orders for 
military goods from the United States. 


France has been counting on more than $600 million 


worth of such orders, but it looks like she will get less than 
A third of that. 


That may well mean that France will have to cut her 


armament program, which in turn will mean a lot of work- 
ers thrown out of jobs. The thought of that doesn't help any 
the Pinay. government's chances of remaining in power.

But Pinay, himself, who has based his entire gov- 


ernment program on a reasonable, middle-of-the-road ap- 
proach, has middle-of-the-road answers to his latest diffi- 
culties. 


If more money is'not forthcoming from America, he 


says, then that is that and nothing can be done about it. So 
by more economies here and there—he named them—France 
might still be able to make it. 


But America's stake in Europe is big, and France's part 


in that stake is an important one. For instance, if France 
should fall down badly on her NATO commitments, that 
organization for the Defense of Europe would be badly 
weakened. 


So it seems possible that this country may still dredge 


up financing France so desperately needs. Not as much 
money as the French are asking for, but perhaps just enough 
to see them through this latest of what sometimes seems 
like a series of perpetual crises.

And as if the Pinay government wasn't having enough 


trouble, its opposition will be drumming up all the criticism 
it can think of between now and the next meeting of Par 
liament in October. 


Pinay, whose government gamble was to somehow stab- 


ilize the franc and to extract a little more from this coun- 
try than has thus far been forthcoming, could of course 
solve the whole thing by either raising taxes or making a 
reasonable thorough collection of those already in existence, 
but there is no chance of it. 
That would cause another 
government upheaval, sure enough. 


Meantime, ordinary Frenchmen and American tourists 


alike, thronged the French beaches, watched or took part 
in the frantic money changing in the falling franc, and 
hoped, in an August holiday sort of way, for the best.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Spanking Worst Way to 
Cure Tot's Bed-Wetting 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


A distracted mother writes that 


she is at her wit's end about her 
seven-year-old boy who still wets 
the bed at night. To add to the dit- 
ficulty, she has been advised to 
give the child a good spanking af- 
ter each accident, but 
wonders 


about this since the boy feels badly 
enough about it anyway. 


Now involuntary urination, or 


enuresis at night, is by no means 
a rare problem during childhood 
and youth. Since, in many cases, 
it appears to be closely tied to 
nervous and emotional factors, as 
will be pointed out later in the 
column, spanking would ordinarily 
seem to be about the worst kind of 
treatment. 


Several methods are helpful in 


treating enuresis. It is usually well 
to cut out fluids as much as possi- 


ble after 3 or 4 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. 


Another suggestion which has 


been made is to give a level teas- 
spoonful of table salt with a little 
jam on a cracker at bedtime. But 
remember, this is advisable only 
if recommended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 


times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods during the night 
in order to urinate. 


When control over the urine dur- 


ing sleep is not obtained by the 
time a child is one-and-a-half years 
old, 
or when bed-wetting occurs 


after being absent 
for. several 


years, there is a great deal of 
emotional distress not only in the 
youngster but in the parents. 


Parents not only resent 
the 


trouble caused by bed-wetting, but 


are sensitive to the fact that their 
child does not seem on the par 
with others of the same age. 


When enuresis continues beyond 


the age at which it should dis- 
appear, it is probably because of 
one or more of three psychological 
conditions in the child. 


The first is that the child has 


not yet grown up with reference 
to control of the 
bladder. 
The 


second is that subconsciously the 
child wishes to remain in or re- 
turn to the protected, irresponsible 
state of infancy rather than to 
assume the normal difficulties of 
his age. 


WAY OF GETTING EVEN 


Finally, there may be a sub 


conscious resentment against the 
parents in which bed-wetting be 
comes a way of getting even with 
them because of too much criti- 
cism. 


Recently, an authority suggested 


that parents be given the follow, 
ing advice: a child should not be 
accused of enuresis until he is well 
past the age when he could nor- 
mally be expected to control thit 
function. 


In other words, not all children 


develop bladder 
control 
at 
an 


equal rate of speed, any more than 
thev do other functions.

Follow Through May Make or Break 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


West made a good choice with 


his opening lead in today's hand, 
but failed to follow through. Or 
perhaps it would be more accur 
ate to say that he did too much 
following through. 


West opened his singleton club 


and dummy was permitted to win 
with the nine. South went into a 
deep stew and finally led the nine 
of hearts from dummy and let it 
ride for a finesse. West gratefully 
won with the jack of hearts and 
shifted to a low spade. East won 
with the king of spades and natur 
ally returned a club to give West 
a ruff. 


It was at this point that West 


got carried away by enthusiasm 
or, perhaps by failing to think. 
West simply led another spade to 
East's ace. 


East hopefully returned another 


club, but West could do no more 
ruffing. South could enter dummy 
with the ace of diamonds to take 
a second heart finesse, and the 
rest of the tricks were his. 


South was set one trick, to be 


sure, but he c o u n t e d himself 
lucky. Proper defense would have 
set him two tricks, for a penalty 
of 500 points instead of only 200 
points. Instead of leading a second 
spade, West should have switched 
to the king of diamonds. 


It was obvious to West that de- 


clarer had a trump finesse to take. 
It was also obvious, since East had 
played the king of spades on the 
first round of that suit, that South 
had the queen of spades. Declarer 
could lead either a spade or a 
heart after reaching dummy with 
the ace of diamonds—but he could 
not do both. 


If West had led the king of dia- 


monds instead of another spade, 
South would have been forced to 
give up the ace of spades and one 
other trick, for a loss of 500 points.

American Manufacturer Tells of Seven 
Years as Prisoner in Russian Territorv 


BERLIN —(AP)— A 60-year-old 


American earner;! manufacturer 
trapped in Germany by World War 
II told today of seven years spent 
irs Russian zone prisons, constant- 
ly hungry and despairing. 


Charles Noble, of Detroit, Mich., 


said in an interview he was finally 
released on July 4 and shipped to 
West Berlin where he now is await- 
ing approval from Washington to 
return to his home. 


"It was more than July 4 to me," 


the chunky, ruddy-faced man de- 
clared. "It was really and truly 
Independence Day." 


Born In Germany 


Born in Germany, Noble emi- 


grated to the U. S. and became an 
American in 1920. In 1938 he re- 
turned to Germany to open a cam- 
era factory in Dresden, bringing 
his wife and two sons, George and 
John, with him. 


Noble said he had planned to get 


the business going and return to 
Detroit after a year or two but 
was stopped by the war. The Nazi 
regime refused to peimit him to 
leave, he said. He told this se- 
quence of events after [hat: 


The Russians, arriving in Dres- 


den in May, 1915, treated him well 
for about six weeks. He was sent 
on one trip to the American zone 
to get sonic optical equipment and 
on his return the Sovieia used that 
ns mi excuse to rhaige him with 
illegal entry for the purpos* of 


stealing cameras from his own fac- 
tory. 


Released In 1948 


Mrs. Noble and his son, George, 


were released in January, 1946. 
Noble and his other son, John, 
were imprisoned in Drsden, later 
in the notorious ex-Nazi camp at 
Buchenwald, and finally in the 
most ill-famed Communist camp 
now established at Waldheim. 


Noble said his repeated demands 


for at least a trial were refused by 
the German captors because they 
said they were not authorized to 
try an American. 


"They told me the Russians had 


turned me over to them and there- 
fore they could neither try me nor 
release me," he said bitterly. 


Finally this spring. Noble said, 


the East German regime organized 
a trial for him at Leipzig, charged 
him with the old illegal entry com- 
plaint and also with having "sup- 
ported the Nazi regime" by en- 
gaging in private enterprise during 
its tenure. 


Found Guilty 


The court found him guilty, he 


said, sentenced him to exactly the 
length of time he had been held 
since the end of the war, then 
sent him to West Berlin. 


Noble's wife remained in Berlin 


through the years, awaiting his re- 
lease. His son George is now in 
Detroit. 


He said his former factory at 


Dresden, now run by the Commu- 
nists as a state enterprise, is man- 
ufacturing eight to ten thousand 
cameras monthly. He has little 
hope of ever regaining any part of 
his investment. 


Kept Health 


Noble maintained his h e a l t h 


throughout the seven years, he 
said, because of his peculiar posi- 
tion as an American. His captors 
were never quite sure what to do 
about him, he said. At one camp in 
Saxony, he said he watched the 
dead being carried out daily for 
lack of food, 


"There must have been fifty or 


sixty a day; they died like flies," 
Noble said. That was in 1947 and 
1948. 


"The worst treatment happened 


to me in Dresden," he said. "For 
weeks the Russians kept me in a 
potato bin no wider than about 
six feet. Water seeped into it all 
the time. I was almost paralyzed 
with rheumatism." 


Denied Bread 


On another occasion, he and 


many other prisoners were denied 
so much as a crust of bread for 
15 days, he said. 


Asked what he w^ould do when he 


returned to Detroit, Noble said: 


"I'm going to stay there. This 


part of the world I never want to 
see again." 


SAN FRANCISCO— (AP )—Law 


rence Mario Giannini, 58, presi 
dent of the Bank of America—the 
world's largest bank, died in his 
'sleep Tuesday night at a hospital 
here. 


His physician said death was 


caused by a number of illnesses. 
He had been in the hospital since 
March 4. 


In 1936, Giannini became presi 


dent of the Bank of America, 
founded by his father, the late A. 
P. Giannini in 1904. The elder Gi 
annini, an Italian immigrant, died 
in June.

Giannini, who started working

Giannini and 
his father weathered a stormy bat 
tie to keep major interests of the 
corporation out of the hands of 
eastern stockholders. 


Charged with creating a credit

Gian 
nini testified at Federal Reserve 
Board hearings in 1937 that his 
family held only two-tenths of 1 
per cent of the bank's stock.

PUMPING UP AGAIN 
Six-Day Bicycle Races Are Coming Back, 


ISy IIAItKY GKAYSON 


NEW YOKK (NBA)— The most 


retired sport in America—six-day 
bicycle racing—is pumping up its 
tire to unrctirc itself. 


It has been more than 13 years 


since the promoters dropped a net 
over the wheeling jockeys and de- 
tached them from the rolls of 
Madison Square Garden's gainfully 
employed. 


The idea was to teach the riders 


a lesson in economics. The pedal- 
pushers did learn a lesson—in geo- 
graphy. They discovered a new 
continent—called Europe. 


The six-dayers were the last gasp 


;o keep competitive cycling alive 
in this land of ours. But the run 
on the bucks office finally became 
so poor the promoters lost their 
tandems. 


Actually, this disinterest started 


long before the coup de grace fell 
in 1939. When the New York Velo- 
drome was leveled by fire in 1930. 
it was not rebuilt. One by one the 
nation's circular and banked tracks 
vanished. 


Now a New York group plans 


to awaken six-day bike racing in 
New York, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Baltimore and Jersey City. 


There was a lot of kidding 


about the nlx-dayers in the old 
days. What was the old crack— 
this would be a great race if it 
were on a straightaway. But the 


slx-dayers al»o were a lot of fun, 
especially sitting up all night at 
old Madison 
Square 
Garden. 


Them wuz the days. 
Oddly enough, there are more 


bicycles in the United States than 
ever before, more than 20 million, 
most of them ridden by young- 
sters, of course.

Yet only a handful will compete 


in the National Amateur Cham- 
pionships at Johnson Park, New 
Brunswick, N. J., Aug. 30-31. Here 
Gus Gatto of San Jose, Calif., one 


of the mighty few crack riders in 
this country today, will defend the 
senior national championship he 
won a year ago in Columbus, O. 


At one time there were 300 bi- 


cycle clubs in the U.S. You can't 
find 100 now. There are only a 
dozen major races, accounting for 
the lack of interest. In Europe, 
they average a couple of big races 
a week.

You discover from all this a 


striking parallel between cycling 
and distance running. Interest lags 
and so does the quality of the per- 
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former. In the Olympic Games 
bicycle road-racing, for example, 
America's best finished 32nd. We 
didn't even qualify for the sprints. 


"You can't expect to finish 


down in front.if you aren't will- 
ing to develop riders," laments 
Walter Bardgett, the one-time ex- 
traordinary racer who edits the 
American Bicyclist. "Riders 
once had incentive. They re- 
ceived support from manufac- 
turers, who either sponsored 
teams or hired star riders to 
saddle their mounts.

Railroads Claim Loss of 
Millions in Dinin Cars

NEW YORK—(AP)— The na- 


tion's lailroads say they aie losing 
millions of dollars 
by 
serving 


food and drink to passcngeis. 


Many a dining car pation may 


laise an eyebiow at this, thinking 
that prices aie so high the loads 
must be making money 
off of 


meals. 


But the toads say, no. and that 


for every dollar you pay them for 
food and drink they put out, on 
average, $1.39 in expenses. 


The Inteistate Commeice Com- 


mission backs them up. It says the 
combined dining and buffet reven- 
ues of the roads last year was 79 
million dollars, while expenses to- 
talled 110 milion dolars. 


HI .Million Loss 


The loads blame the 31 million 


dollar loss on high costs of laboi 
and food, and the licenses and 
taxes they pay in the states where 
thrv opeiatc.

Labor costs aie higher in diners 


than in icstaurants. they point out, 
because a waiter can seive fewer 
persons in a car than in a cafe, 
and because crews have to be car- 
ried idle for hours to be ready 
when needed.

stoie and cairy supplies long dis- 
tances, while restaurants are close 
to sources of supply.
